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Mattapoisett ED, Welcomes New Truck

It only takes firefighters minutes to respond to an 
emergency, but how long does it take for the department 
to buy a new truck? Five years. 

The Mattapoisett Fire Department welcomed the 
newest member of its fleet, a dazzling red engine, on the 
afternoon of Tuesday, March 27 to its station on County 
Road. Dozens of people gathered to commemorate the 
new addition. 

'Tt's an all around great asset to the town,'' said 
Fire Chief Andrew Murray. 

The new engine, deemed Engine 1, will replace 
the old truck, which has been with the department since 
1987. At 25 years old, it was the oldest truck in the 
building. According to Murray, it took nearly 20 percent 
of the truck's life to replace it. 

'Tt takes quite a bit," said Murray. 'Tt's no used 
car lot, that's for sure." 

The plans for a new truck must pass through 
a variety of committees before it is sold to a builder, 
Murray said. A Truck Design Committee, formed by 
the department, must present to the finance committee, 
capital committee, board of selectmen and at the Town 
Meeting. From there, the truck is placed on the ballot so 
residents can vote. If approved, the plans are sold to a 
builder who brings the plans to fruition. 

Despite the long process, Murray assures it's well 
worth the time and effort. 

"We have an extremely dedicated group of 
members here and now we have the equipment to do our 
jobs better and safely respond," said Murray. "The new 
truck helps cut our response times down, it's less accident 
prone, it handles itself better and brakes better." 

The next truck in line for an upgrade is Engine 4. 
It came to the station in 1996 and is 16 years old. Murray 
says the department will try to prolong the life of this 
truck as long as possible.

the charity: a three to four bedroom house slated for 
construction on Route 6 in Marion. 

''The schematics are all drawn up and we're in the 
process of acquiring the land," she said. Although they 
have never put on such an event, she had no problems 
finding businesses to grab up booth space. 

'Tt was so popular, I actually had to turn many 
vendors away because we filled up. Over three quarters 
of the businesses here have a local presence in the 
community somehow," she said. "It's been such a success 
so far." 

The event also featured workshops and 
seminars on a variety of subjects including the ABCs of 
construction and basement waterproofing methods. 

Steve Gonsalves, a florist shop owner in Marion, 
delivered a lesson on the basics of creating sustainable, 
outdoor garden containers and window boxes. Teaching 
people about gardening is just as important to him as his 
business. 

"I didn't go to school for this. It was a passion 
that turned into a business, and once you know the 
basics, the sky is the limit," he said. With his garden shop, 
Gonsalves has supported Habitat for Humanity through 
the years by staging many of their fundraisers and 
donating materials to the builds. 

Construction of the new house "is a long time 
coming. It's good to finally see it coming together," he 
said. 

While the show provided a big stage for 
companies to feature their merchandise and services, 
it was also about what it means to give back to the 
community that supports these local businesses.

the symbiotic relationship she has with her customers. 
Her business has donated furniture to previous Habitat 
builds and has donated beds to the Wareham Fire 
Department. 

"We do a lot in the area because we wouldn't be 
so successful without the people.

It's a great organization," 
she said.

"We're looking to add to their [Habitat for 
Humanity's] whole idea of bringing together towns.

punctuation, it has pauses/' Grey said. During an exercise 
at the event, children communicated with the instrument 
itself, which asked questions they could recognize even 
when not put to words. 

'It shows how much music and language can 
follow the same sets of patterns. There is a new theory 
emerging in literacy practices, that you can increase 
literacy by observing and connecting patterns, and the 
meaning of patterns,'' Grey explained. 

Indeed, the music at the event was composed by 
NBSO Director Dr. David MacKenzie to imitate prosodic 
elements in the text such as stress, pitch and tempo. 

"The concept of linking the prosody in text 
and music is based on current research that shows that

Bay Watch Project Decision Delayed 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

When it comes to Bay Watch Realty's 40B project, 
the end is yet to come. 

On March 22, the Zoning Board of Appeals once 
again continued a public hearing on the developer's 
proposed affordable housing development, a 96-unit 
project off Route 105 that would include 60 affordable 
rentals and 36 single-family homes. 

The hearing covered much ground, as peer 
review engineer John Churchill indicated that with 
applicable conditions - Bay Watch has addressed his 
engineering concerns to his satisfaction. 

Bay Watch attorney Ken Steen said a proposed 
emergency access drive has been relocated due to grading 
issues, and that the Marion Fire Chief has approved the 
design change. Also, since the last hearing. Bay Watch 
had a "handshake agreement" with abutter Sherman 
Briggs for an easement to allow emergency vehicles to 
traverse his property.

The Neves Team 
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said that Sippican Elementary Schoors bus contractor - 
Braga Transportation - agreed to enter the site to retrieve 
the children. Steen said an indemnity agreement between 
the two parties would be enacted for this purpose. Bay 
Watch engineers did add to the plan a bus stop along 
Route 105 given the agreement with Braga expires or falls 
through 

''Clearly this is the preferred location. This will 
make a lot of difference for there will be a good number of 
children [at the development]/' Steen said. 

Board member Betsy Dunn asked if the local 
school committee would need to get involved, but Steen 
indicated that the agreement would be between the two 
private parties. 

It was noted that this issue would be mute 
if the town ends up adopting the roadway into the 
development, as proposed by Selectman Jon Henry. At the 
hearing, Henry again made his case that town oversight 
would eliminate potential problems in the future. 

"We, the Selectmen, would like some control," 
he said. "There have been a number of roads not built to 
standards, with water systems poorly done." In the end, 
the town eats the costs, he said. Henry acknowledged that 
the public roadway issue would not come up until after it 
is built, but said, "I don't want it to be a showstopper." 

The most significant issue holding up a decision 
involves the question of how many of the project's single- 
family homes would be classified as affordable. At a

previous hearing. Bay Watch representatives proposed 
selling two out of the 36 three-bedroom residences as 
affordable (at 80 percent of the median income, about 
$200,000)- but the Marion Selectmen are pushing the 
developer to designate 25 percent, or nine homes, as 
affordable. 

ZBA Chairman Robert Wedge insisted that the 
developer furnish the board with financial records to 
justify why more than two designated affordable homes 
would make the project economically infeasible. 

'1 don't feel comfortable without the Pro Forma,'' 
Wedge said, arguing that he cannot make a decision 
without seeing the numbers. "Would a businessman take 
your word for it? What do you have to gain from hiding

the ball?" 

Attorney Ted Regnante, representing Bay Watch, 
responded that it is not a matter within the jurisdiction of 
the ZBA and "unnecessary." 

Later during the hearing. Wedge put on the table 
that he is comfortable with seven units, but Ken Steen, of 
Bay Watch, said, "If you had the condition that we sell 7 
houses at 80 percent [of median income], we can't do this 
deal." 

"This project requires a tremendous amount of 
infrastructure and is extremely expensive," he added, 
noting that just building the 1,500-foot road, including the 
bridge, into the project would cost $2 million. 

Complicating matters is that MassHousing has 
not yet decided whether the proposed bifurcated project 
- with 100 percent of the rentals deemed affordable 
and with only six percent of the single-family homes 
designated affordable - even meets the criteria to be 
considered part of Marion's affordable housing stock. 
Normally the state requires that at least 25 percent of units 
in a 40B are affordable. 

Regnante said MassHousing is meeting with the 
Department of Housing and Community Development on 
April 5 to "hopefully provide a definitive answer on this 
project." However, both Wedge and Bay Watch officials 
agreed that MassHousing is unreliable and could drag out 
the case. 

"This could theoretically go on until June or July," 
commented Steen. 

Under the suggestion of Town Counsel Jon 
Whitten - Bay Watch and the ZBA decided to reach an 
agreement on their own terms, and write as a condition 
that the developer will designate affordable whatever 
MassHousing requires, but if they require no affordable 
single-family homes Bay Watch would still keep the two

promised homes as affordable as a measure of good faith.

meeting on Tuesday, March 27. 

The Board of Selectmen and Marine Advisory 
Board met last week with the two candidates vying to 
start a launch service in Mattapoisett Harbor. While 
neither candidate have been hired yet, the selectmen 
assure that good progress has been made in determining 
what would be best for the town after sitting through the 
two interviews. 

"It's been a good learning curve for us,'' said 
Selectman Tyler Macallister. 

The two boards resolved a variety of different 
points which were all up in the air during the interviews. 
First, the two parties agreed that Barstow's Wharf should 
be the permanent location of the launch service, and that 
in its first year, the service would be made available from 
June 15 through Labor Day from 8:00 am until a half-hour 
past sunset during the week. From Friday-Sunday the 
service would be available until 10:00 pm. 

Second, both boards agreed that the candidate 
selected would have to sign a contract of three years and 
that the candidate must provide a Coast Guard certified 
launch as a backup if the primary launch experiences 
difficulties. 

The town would provide a place where the 
launch could be stored in the off-season for the duration 
of the contract. 

In terms of money, the board agreed that money is 
not the biggest issue on the table, and it is more a matter 
of using the minimal amount of dinghies in the harbor 
as much as possible. An agreement would be reached 
between the Marine Advisory Board and the selected 
candidate prior to signing the contract. Both parties also 
agreed for an opt-out clause on both sides of the contract 
after the three-year term is up. 

The board will re-draft the requirements for the 
launch service and hope to present them on or around 
April 15. 

In other news. Bill Tilden gave an update for 
the Annual Fourth of July Road Race. Tilden said he 
hopes to draw nearly 1,000 runners this year; a figure 
that is comparable to last year's turnout. Tilden also said 
planning is going along very smoothly and little will

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change. 

The only major change will be seen on the 
race course. Due to construction on North Street that is 
scheduled for the summer due for the installation of a 
new drainage system, Tilden is looking to re-route the 
course and wishes to utilize various side streets in the 
area instead of North Street. The detoured area is only a 
matter of a couple hundred yards, he said. 

John Cornish gave an update for the Community 
Sailing Program that will start its sixth season this 
summer. Cornish presented the board with a packet of 
information, including a budget report that shows that 
the program is in a profit loss state. Cornish said several 
factors contribute to this state including the maintenance 
of the 25-30 boats, implementation of new life jackets for 
the 100+ campers each summer and the purchasing of 
new boat engines. 

The Board expressed the desire to get a formal 
written lease agreement from the Sailing Program and the 
town, as the program is using a town-owned building for 
its non-profit purposes. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said the 
budget committee is still meeting weekly on Thursdays to 
firm up the budget for the 2013 fiscal year. 

The board approved the appointing of three new 
members to the council on aging: Marcella Nelson, Alicia 
Sullivan and Robert Belenger. 

It was also announced that the Mattapoisett

Rochester Planning Board 
By Eric Tripoli 

The Rochester Planning board briefly met on 
Tuesday, March 27 to hear final remarks regarding 
updates made to local flood plain maps and revisions 
made to language in one section of the flood plain district 
of the Rochester zoning bylaw. 

According to Conservation Agent Laurell 
Farinon, the old maps date back to 1982, and do not 
include many details. 

''As you can see, they are really visually basic 
in nature and there aren't much for landmarks on these 
maps," she said. The new maps, which include more 
detailed illustrations of the town flood plains, will make 
it easier for builders to develop the land. 

The language in question, which deals with 
proposals for building subdivisions, was originally 
thought to be too vague, prompting Farinon to seek 
assistance from the state in redrafting that section. 

"This specific language was directly lifted from 
the federal regulations. The reasons for the additions 
of language was to meet those federal requirements 
regarding flood plain management," Farinon said. 
Without that specific language, Rochester would be 
at risk for losing federal support for flood insurance 
protection. 

Farinon presented the board with a version of 
the proposal that eliminates redundant language while 
maintaining the minimum requirements set down by the 
federal government. The Planning Board closed the 
public hearing and found the draft proposal favorable. 
They will draft a letter stating their position to be sent to 
the Selectman, and request the matter be brought up at 
town meeting. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning 
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Board will be on April 10 at 7:00 pm at the Town Hall.

a $5,473,677 budget that represents a 7.39 percent or 
$376,762 increase from last year and supports a projected 
471 children and 67 staff members at the school. 

While Superintendent Doug White emphasized 
that cooperation with town officials, in particular Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson and Finance Director Judy 
Mooney helped prevent deeper cuts, support staff 
attended the meeting to voice concern regarding cuts in 
their positions. 

''The town has worked diligently with us on this 
particular project. We went to them very early, and right 
from the start they were cooperative. They really looked 
at education as a whole. . . They are very supportive of 
education,'' White said. "If not, we would have had to 
look at different ways of delivering education to our 
children." 

Overall, the budget does not replace one retiring 
teacher, eliminates support staff charged with supervision 
during lunchtime and recess, and cuts the part-time 
Assistant Librarian position. These cuts in part were 
necessary to pay for significant increases in the special 
education budget due to Marion residents requiring 
residential education services ($352,000), more students 
attending Bristol Aggie ($54,168) and general increases 
stemming from contractual obligations for staff ($77,449) 

Savings that helped prevent further cuts include 
a renegotiated bus contract and a renegotiated three-year 
contract with teachers that reduced sick leave buy-back

from 220 days to 90 days. 

'That has a dramatic impact on the town and 
overall finances/' Chairman Brad Gordon said. 

Several support staff whose positions have been 
cut in the budget stepped forward at the hearing to 
present their concerns. 

Joyce Washburn, a lunch assistant and monitor, 
said she felt ''the kids have a lot to lose" with her position 
eliminated, as she keeps the order in the cafeteria and 
outside. "It's important work." 

"I feel that the two hours per day is money well 
spent, which you may realize after this," said another 
lunch monitor, who has been with the school for seven 
years. "It helps with the safety of children. ... I try to 
prevent accidents. I don't wait for [children] to hurt 
themselves... We are always on lookout to make sure no 
one is under distress." 

It was noted at the meeting that Principal Lynn 
Rivet and Assistant Principal Sarah Goerges would 
make the rounds to fill in the gaps left by these monitors' 
absence. 

In response to the concerns presented, Gordon 
said, "we don't take this lightly. The last thing we want to 
do is to affect individuals." 

"The focus of our choices, right or wrong, good or 
bad, is always to maintain classroom instruction as much 
as possible. In the budget we've come up with, it's the 
least-worst scenario," Gordon said. "We don't think the

best solution is having principal and assistant principal 
do it. But in terms of protecting instruction and protecting 
classroom, [it's what we have to do].'' 

Other questions were raised about the steep 
special education costs and the Bristol Aggie tuition 
expenses - with Superintendent White stressing that 
residents concerned about unfunded mandates should 
approach their legislators. It was also explained that 
students wishing to study animal husbandry, which is not 
offered by the Upper Tech vocational school, are allowed 
to go to Bristol Aggie to get these educational needs met. 

Teresa Hamm, Director of Student Services, could 
not provide details about the special education students 
requiring residential tuition, which cost will the school 
$352,000 next year. 

''As a town, how are we going to cover that" 
How do we rationalize one or two students negatively 
impacting 80 students?" asked Pat Nojeim, the Assistant 
Librarian who is set to lose her position. 

While school officials attempted to answer these 
questions, it was repeated again and again that the cuts 
could have been much worse. 

"At the beginning, we believed we were in much 
worse shape," commented Chairman Gordon. "The town 
of Marion and Board of Selectmen really worked closely 
with us to support the school committee as a whole to 
bridge this gap. We truly appreciate the help from the 
town; without it there would be much more significant

cuts than what we are talking about today/' 

Both Gordon and Board Member Christine 

Winters noted that the committee's proactive approach 

to pursuing energy saving initiatives helped cut utility 

costs, with that money is going back into the school.

''We were able to put off cuts because of our 

proactive nature for quite a bit of time," Winters said.

The Old Rochester Regional district fiscal 
year 2013 budget topped the agenda at the Joint 
School Committee meeting on Thursday, March 22. 
Superintendent Doug White provided an update to the 
committee on where next year's budget stands. 

"When we started this back in November, and 
we were looking for level funding, it was about a $1.4 
million increase we would have needed to cover all of 
the expenses in all of our six schools. Right now we're 
looking at about $521,000 to support the education that 
will be happening in the four districts," he reported.

White said public hearings on the budgets for 
all three towns are scheduled, with Marion on March 27, 
Rochester on April 5, and Mattapoisett on April 9. 

In other business. Superintendent White spoke 
about Rochester Memorial School's search of a new 
principal to replace Jay Ryan, who is retiring next fall. 
District officials narrowed down seven candidates from 21 
applicants, he said, and interviews will begin next week. 

''There is a committee with representation 
from the school, the community, and the central office," 
White said. This committee hopes to announce the new 
appointment in May, he said. 

School Business Administrator Katie Isernio also 
took time to report on the status of the region's funding 
from grants. 

"Even though the nature of the grants have 
changed, the amounts have been relatively stable," she 
said. 

While the dollar amounts may be steady, the 
loss of the education jobs grant and money from the State 
Fiscal Stabilization Fund via the American Recovery and 
Reinvestment Act significantly impacted the budget, 
Isernio said. 

Elise Frangos, director of curriculum and 
instruction, informed the committee on her latest 
activities. She reported attending a conference at Harvard 
Law School on bullying and harassment and said 
she is looking to improve how students, faculty, and

register, and according to Massachusetts law, students 
who are 16 years old could register with a permission slip 
signed by a parent or guardian. All blood donors had to 
meet the weight requirement of at least 110 lbs, although 
many students were required by their age to meet 
additional weight requirements. 

On the day of the Blood Drive, members of the 
National Honor Society volunteered in the gymnasium by 
signing in the blood donors, distributing snacks or sitting 
with donors while they recover from the loss of blood. 
Each donation consists of a pint of blood, although some 
students and staff who are especially healthy are asked to 
make double donations. The donation itself takes about 
ten minutes, and donors are required to rest afterwards 
for at least fifteen minutes. 

Statistically, only three out of every 100 
Americans donate blood. According to the American Red 
Cross, the most common reason a person cites for not 
donating blood is fear of needles. Judging by the number 
of students and staff who registered to donate blood at 
the Annual Blood Drive, the Old Rochester Regional 
community might be an outlier for this statistic. The ORR 
National Honor Society chapter made a goal of donating 
80 pints of blood, but the actual total is not yet available. 

In other school news, the guidance department 
will be hosting a College Admissions Seminar on 
Thursday, April 12. The seminar, which will begin at 6:30 
pm in the high school's media room, will be for parents 
and guardians of current sophomores and juniors. As part 
of the seminar, a guest speaker from the Massachusetts 
Educational Financing Authority will address program 
attendees regarding the college search and application 
process. There will be an opportunity for parents and 
guardians to ask any questions that they might have.

Vernal pools are a vital breeding habitat for 
resident amphibians and invertebrates such as wood 
frogs, spotted and blue-spotted salamanders, and fairy 
shrimp.

The Mysterious Life of 
William Dexter 

During the late nineteenth 
and early twentieth centuries, 
the Tri Town had its share of 
individuals living in seclusion 
in shacks along the water or 
in cabins in the woods. These 
"hermits'' as they were usually 
referred to were often the source 
of gossip by the local commu- 
nity. But they were also beloved 
and considered part of the community. 

In 1923, William Dexter lived in a small cabin on 
Randall Road, then known as the "lonely east section" of 
Mattapoisett. No one had set foot in the cabin since 1892 
when William's mother, Hulda passed away. William 
was different than some of the other local hermits be- 
cause he was rumored to have had a large fortune. The 
gossip in the village at the time placed his value at about 
$25,000 to $50,000. William would 
not say how much money he had 
but he admitted to investing $10,000 
in Liberty Bonds during World 
War L He was also in the process 
of waiting for the estate of the late 
Mary Jane Randall to be settled, in 
which she left him $12,000. His re- 
lationship to Mary Jane is not clear. 
However, she may have been a fam- 
ily relation as his mother's maiden 
name was Randall. 

Despite William's rumored 
wealth, he worked year round by shell fishing. He 
would often be seen in the winter along the waterfront 
"tonging" for oysters. He fed himself this way and 
offered to work shell fishing or doing odd jobs for ten 
cents an hour and "dinner thrown in." 

William was born in 1850 to Harvey and Hulda 
Randall Dexter. Harvey and Hulda married in April of 
1848. This may have been Harvey's second marriage. 
The 1850 US census lists three additional sons of Harvey: 
21-year old Charles, 15-year old Andrew and 12-year old 
Fremon. 

Sometime between 1855 and 1860 Harvey passed 
away and Hulda worked as a seamstress to support Wil- 
liam and herself. In September of 1864, Hulda married 
William Robinson Gushing, a local shipbuilder. At some 
point after his mother's marriage to Gushing, William 
left home. He may have relocated to Taunton. Marriage 
records indicate that William was married in Taunton in 
1876, twice. In August of that year he married Josephine 
Andrews Mortimer. And then in October he married 




Louise Ridlon. The circumstances of these marriages 
are not known. His wives may have died or there may 
have been other personal issues that led to the end of the 
marriages. By 1880 he returned home to his mother and 
lived with her and her husband. 

William worked as a marble cutter until the early 
1900s. By 1910 he was self-employed, working the odd 
jobs and living alone. Rumors of his wealth had spread 
and in 1923 he received a death threat. He received a let- 
ter marked with a skull and cross bones instructing him 
to leave $500 cash in a hole at the head of "a lane near 
Randall Road". If he failed to do so the "Dread Visitor" 
would come to his house at midnight to kill him. 

The letter was signed the "Blinking Buzzards 
K.K.K.". The Ku Klux Klan was experiencing resurgence 
in the 1920s and was active in Worcester around this 
time. 

The name Blinking Buzzards is a little more myste- 
rious. It may have been in reference to the 1921 Buster 
Keaton film. The High Sign. The film was a comedy in 
^ which Keaton played the role of a 



man that gets a job at a shooting 
gallery at an amusement park. He 
fools a gang known as the Blink- 
ing Buzzards into thinking he is an 
expert marksman. The gang hires 
him to kill a man named August 
Nicklenurser, "the town miser", 
who was "tight as a fourteen collar 
on a sixteen neck". In the film, Mr. 
Nicklenurser receives a letter from 
the Blinking Buzzards threating 
to kill him if he did not give them 
money. The film ends in a comical chase through a house 
filled with secret passages. 

The reference to the Klan in the letter may have 
been added to sound more menacing but William was 
not taking any chances that things were going to end 
up like a hilarious silent film. Despite the letter warning 
him not to tell anyone about the threat, he reported the 
letter to the town. Several constables were dispatched 
to guard him. Although William kept his money in 
New Bedford banks, he had his cabin door secured with 
planks and his windows nailed shut and blinds drawn. 

It is not known how the events played out, but it is 
unlikely that the villainous gang collected on its threat. 
William died three years later. He was laid to rest in Pine 
Island Gemetery in a grave he shares with his mother.

The Hunger Games, Starring Jennifer Lawrence and Josh 
Hutcherson. Directed by Gary Ross. Running time: 142 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

To those scandaHzed by the kids-on-kids 
violence in The Hunger Games: you ain't seen 
nothin' yet. The movie, based on the first in 
Suzanne Collins' young-adult dystopian trilogy, 
will clearly make enough bank to justify adapt- 
ing the subsequent two books, and the third 
book, Mockingjay, is shot through with night- 
marish war imagery: a man's legs blown off, 
another man melted by some sort of death ray, 
the gory limbs of children scattered everywhere. 
Before we get there, though, there's this first 
entry, which has been handled with a certain amount of 
taste. The brutality, when it comes, is glimpsed fearfully, 
not lingered over. The titular Hunger Games, which pit 24 
"tributes" from ages 12 to 18 against each other in a vast 
arena, don't look remotely fun. There's very little triumph 
or exultation upon killing someone, just a sickened relief 
that someone else is dead and you aren't. Yet. 

I was unprepared for how quietly engaging, almost 
contemplative. The Hunger Games is. I enjoyed Collins' 
books, narrated by sullen heroine Katniss Everdeen (Jen- 
nifer Lawrence), who enters the Games in the place of 
her younger sister Prim (Willow Shields). We're in some 
horrid far-flung future where America has been divided 
into poverty-stricken districts (Katniss is from District 12, 
the coal-mining segment) under the iron rule of a fascist 
government operating out of a central, one-percenter- 
filled Capitol and headed by the vicious gray eminence 
President Snow (Donald Sutherland, looking as though 
he wants another cat to kill as in Bernardo Bertolucci's 
1900 but having to settle for a Katniss). Katniss goes to 
the Games with another boy from District 12, Peeta (Josh 
Hutcherson), who secretly loves her and then lets millions 
of viewers in on this on TV. Yes, everything's on TV. But 
will the revolution be televised? 

Katniss' glum, matter-of-fact narration from the books 
is gone here, and maybe the movie could' ve used it. Di- 
rector Gary Ross, who worked on the script with Collins 
and Billy Ray tries to do as much without words as pos- 
sible. I frankly don't know how much of the movie will be 






clear to non-readers; with Katniss' first-person-present- 
tense inner monologue gone, nobody explains to us why 
Peeta seems to throw in with some brutal "career" trib- 
utes, and the urgency of Katniss' having to keep up the 
"starcrossed lovers" ruse between her and Peeta seems 
undercooked. A lot of the movie, in fact, is under-emphat- 
ic; it seems to take its cue and tone from the mournful 
twang of the score by T-Bone Burnett and James Newton 
Howard. The narrative itself guarantees suspense, but 
Gary Ross seems consciously to disregard excitement in 
favor of bedraggled burnout. 

Jennifer Lawrence is in almost every 
frame, and she communicates the Encyclopedia 
Britannica with tiny shifts in expression. She has 
to, because Katniss, who's from stoic coal-miner 
stock, doesn't talk much. The movie, which still 
tips the scales at two hours and twenty-two 
minutes, doesn't have time to get into the cul- 
ture and politics of the Capitol; we somewhat 
lose track of Katniss' mentor Haymitch (Woody 
Harrelson) and advisor Effie (an unrecogniz- 
able Elizabeth Banks), though Gamemaker Seneca Crane 
(Wes Bentley), hardly seen at all in the book, gets more 
screen time than I expected. It's all on Katniss' shoulders, 
and Lawrence carries it with quiet grace. Her scenes with 
Amandla Stenberg as Rue, a tiny young tribute who allies 
with Katniss, constitute a fine mini-movie in themselves. 

The Hunger Games has its problems — according to the 
movie, the corpses of the fallen tributes seem to be just 
left there to rot, instead of being airlifted immediately as 
in the books, which removes some urgency from a scene 
in which Katniss has to salvage a bow and a quiver of 
arrows (Katniss' particular set of skills) from a recently 
stung-to-death tribute. But Ross doesn't seem overly 
interested in the logistics of the arena or in gladiatorial 
thrills; he stays inside Katniss' emotions and percep- 
tions (most effectively in a trippy passage when Katniss 
herself is stung and hallucinates). I should say for the 
record that the thought of teenage girls, as well as many 
others who are neither teenage nor female, responding 
so readily to the story of an honorable, heroic and self- 
sufficient girl warms me far more than the thought of 
teenage girls swooning over a love triangle between a 
non-entity, a sparkly vampire and a werewolf. The Hunger 
Games stomps the Twilight saga flat, and though I found 
those films somewhat amusing, this one is the real deal, 
pointing the way for two sequels that will get much more 
real and give the mass audience food for thought about 
violence, war, the power of the 99%, propaganda, and the 
truism that until everyone is free, nobody is free.

Fire Safety 

Each year, thousands of acres of forests are 
damaged or destroyed by uncontrolled wildfires. Some 
are random acts of nature. Human hands intentionally 
set others. However, many are the results of careless 
open burning practices. Many of us in the Northeast 
think of the wildfire phenomenon as being exclusive to 
the Midwest and Western states. However, this year's 
unseasonably warm weather and lack of snowfall during 
the winter present conditions that are perfect for rapid- 
fire development. 



So let's say you have decided to burn some brush 
this season. First you must obtain an Open Burning 
Permit from the local Fire Department. In Mattapoisett, 
these permits are available for a $10 fee and must be 
applied for in person. Once you have obtained the 
permit, the next step would be to prepare the area in 
which you plan to arrange your burn pile. With proper 
site preparation and forethought, you should enjoy 
burning brush with reasonable safety. Taking the time 
to plan an outdoor burning area, preparing the burn site 
and equipping yourself with the basic fire suppression 
tools before lighting the match will dramatically reduce 
the chance of your burn pile getting out of control and 
becoming a 9-1-1 call. 

The Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection (Mass DEP) is the state agency that regulates 
open burning permits from January 15 through April 
30. Each day the Mass DEP sends confirmation to local 
Fire Departments allowing for the daily open burning of 
brush. Conditions that may prevent open burning from 
occurring on any particular day include: high winds, no 
wind / stagnant air and heavy fog. High winds pose a 
threat to potential fire spread while low winds do not 
allow for proper smoke disbursement. 

With a valid Open Burning Permit, the following 
materials are allowed: 

•Brush, cane, driftwood, and forestry debris 
from other than commercial or industrial land clearing

•Materials associated with the pruning of trees, 
infected limbs, and agricultural pruning. 
Materials NOT allowed statewide: 

•Leaves, grass, hay, stumps and household trash 
•Construction materials and debris 
•Commercial and/ or industrial land clearing 
When you are looking to begin burning, never 
use gasoline, kerosene or any other flammable liquid to 
start the fire. The risk of personal injury is far too great 
when you use an accelerant. Use paper and kindling to 
start the fire and slowly add brush, maintaining control of 
the pile. Be mindful of children and pets, always keeping 
them at a safe distance. 

Once the fire has started, you must remain with 
the burn pile until it is completely out. Be sure to have 
rakes, a garden hose, and an extinguisher in the area you 
are burning. It is also a good idea to have one or two five- 
gallon buckets of water as well. If at any point, you feel 
the fire is beyond your control, immediately call 9-1-1 and 
request the Fire Department's assistance. 

Is it really out? An out of control fire can rise 
unexpectedly from the ashes of an outdoor burn that 
homeowners thought they had extinguished. Even when 
a fire stops smoking and appears to be out, the onset of 
wind may re-kindle it and quickly propel into a brush 
fire. To truly ensure the pile is out, drown it with water 
while turning over the ashes. Repeat this several times
